THE PARIS AWAKENING. 


The Archives du Christianisme for June 
10th containg another article from the Rev. 
Dr. Frederick Monod, on the “ Religious 
Movement in Paris.” Mr. Reginald Rad- 
cliffe, under whose labors it commenced, 
having returned to England, much concern 
was felt as to the proper means to be used 
for carrying on the work God has so gra- 
ciously begun. Some of the friends of the 
revival favored simply a continuance of the 
prayer-meetings as initiated by Mr. Rad- 
cliffe, and conducted in the same manner. 
Others wishing to abandon this sort of meet- 
ing, even the conversations with inquirers 
held at the close. It was finally determin- 
ed to hold two kinds of meetings, one for 
the special purpose of preaching the Gos- 
pel, from which should be excluded such 
methods of proceeding as all were not 
agreed upon; the other to be less formal, 
the mode of conducting them to be left to 
the brethren in the churches in which they 
may be convoked. 

The first of the latter class of meetings 
was held July 5th, in the chapel of the 
Evangelical Reform Church in the Rue 
Chabrol. At the appointed hour every 
seat and every available standing place was 
occupied. Among the crowd were some 
new faces, though most were those who had 
previously attended. The countenances of 
all indicating their happiness in attending 
another of these blessed meetings, and many 
eyes were wet with tears, as they united in 
singing their favorite hymns; which seems 
to be a French version of our “Just as 

“« Tel que je suis, pécheur rebelle, 
Au nom du sang verse pour moi, 
Au nom de ta voix qui m’appelle, 
J esus, je viens & toi!” 

Dr. Frederick Monod read a portion of 
the Word of God, and several brethren in- 
voked the Divine blessing. The Rev. 
William Monod, who presided, delivered a 
short and fervent address, and read several 
requests for prayer, which were presented 
at the throne of grace by those who were 
voluntarily disposed to lead in the devo- 
tions. Addresses were also made by the 
Rev. Messrs. Pulsford, Fisch—just return- 
ed from America—and others. At the ex- 
piration of an hour and a half thus happily 
spent, the meeting closed, and those who 
wished religious instruction or conversation 
as to their spiritual condition were request- 
ed to remain. A considerable number did 
so, and it was not until half-past ten o’clock 
at night that the chapel was finally vacated. 

“ Thus,” writes Dr. Monod, “ has the re- 
ligious movement in Paris taken a new 
form. The blessed and well-beloved in- 
struments which God had used, have de- 

rted; but the movement was not theirs— 

t was directly and exclusively of the Lord 

Jesus himself, ulways present in the midst 
of his people, with all his love,and power, 
always living to intercede for them, ‘the 
same yesterday, to-day, and forever.” 


EASY BOOTS. 


Should we like to part with our corns? 
For, if so, they are doomed. A time has 
come when every free man, enjoying free 
use of his feet, can, if be will, walk his two 
dozen miles a day, probably with more ease 
than his boot-maker has hitherto let him en- 
joy in walking ten. When each of us shall 
feel that he has ten toes to go upon and not | 
a pair of wedges that he only wishes were 
of wood like the last to which they are 
fashioned, and insensible to all the twinges 
that afflict the temper, scorn-shall arise of 
trains, and carriages, and cabs, except as 
economists of time, for with what happy in- 
dependence will the holiday Londoner dis- 
cover the complete use of his legs? Let it no 
more be a trut t nobody walks who can . 
ride, but let ou m rather be that no- 
body rides who walk. There shall be 
grief then in omnibus-yards, and shoe re- 
form may be as good as a new street for the 
relief of over-crowding from horse-traffic. 
It is—if the boot-mokers would only under- 
stand that fact—easier in every sense to 
adapt boots and shoes to the feet, than to 
adapt the feet to the customary form of 
boots and shoes. The time has come for 
every foot to kick at the’ boot-maker’s last, 
for, within the last three or four years, sci- 
ence has really concerned itself to such 
good purpose with the settlement of the 
principles on which a man’s foot should be 
shod, that, as far as shape goes, the fashion 
of a boot or shoe may be perfected. The 
healthy foot can get a boot that shall insure 
the free and full and comfortable use of it; 
a boot in which a long’s day’s march over 
the autumn moors, or through the shingle 
of the coast, may be enjoyed without more 
than a wholesome amount of weariness. 

It is only within the last four years that 
we may consider this matter of the right 
shape of a boot to have been fairly and 
practically settled for us by the anatomists. 
The doctors, centuries upon centuries ago, 
concerned themselves with the cure, not the 
prevention of corns. Celsus recommended 
scraping them and anointing them with resin. 
Paulus Aogineta, who gave a whule chapter 
to them, proposed rubbing them down with 
pumice-stone, and then applying blister-fly, 
or a compound very much like our black 
ink. Aetius discussed the remedies known, 
but did not include the prescription of Mar- 
cellus: “ Rub the corn with the ashes of an 
old shoe mingled with oil.” We heartily 
agree in the advice to burn the shoe, but we 
are against any further rubbing of the toe 
with it; there having been more than rub

by the shoemaker, and especially was treat- 


the great toe in the middle of the : 
foot. “It is surprising,” he says, “that 
while mankind in all ages have bestowed 
the greatest attention upon the feet of horses, 
mules, oxen, and other animals of burden 
or draught, they have entirely neglected 
those of their own species, abandoning them 
to the ignorance of workmen, who, in gen- 
eral, can only make a shoe upon routine 
principles, and according to the absurdities 
of fashion, or the depraved taste of the day. 
Thus from our earliest infancy, shoes as at 
present worn serve but to deform the toes 
and cover the feet with corns, which not 
only render walking painful, but, in some 
éases, absolutely impossible. All this is 
caused by the ignorance of our shoemakers.” 
Marshal Saxe, who considered'the secret of 
war to consist in the power of marching, re- 
corded. in his Memoirs a special wish that 
soldiers “ were to have shoes made of thin 
leather, with low heels, which will fit ex- 
tremely well, and make them involuntarily 
assume a good grace in marching.” . Sir 
Robert Dick used to tell that when a High- 
land regiment was at the battle of Maida, 
on being ordered to charge, all the soldiers 
took off their regulation boots and charged 
barefoot—but then they were Highlanders. 
West-India regiments of men of color com- 
monly march out, with their boots hanging 
from the muzzles of their muskets. The 
English soldier ‘is required to case his foot 
in one of seven sizes of a shoemaker’s boot 
made upon the old pattern, which entirely 
disregards the mechanism of the foot and 
the natural movements for which freedom 
should be given. The majority of adults, 
having their feet gradually distorted by a 
long course of moulding of the toes within 
the boot, walk without pain in. boots that 
ought to hurt them. What is there, then, 
to complain of? In the case of the soldier, 
much. Walking with feet of which the 
great toes are displaced, however painless, 
is not natural walking. A man’s full march- 
ing power can only be had out of a pair of 
feet working as they were made to work.— 
All the Year Round. 


Prince Napoleon and the old Soldier. 


Last evening there occurred one of those 
rare incidents in the progress of Prince Na- 
poleon’s tour through the United States 
which will not soon be forgotten by our illus- 
trious visitor, albeit the tender recollections 
thereof may not be of long duration with 
one of the parties interested, whose grey 
hairs will ere long be moistened by the 
clammy dews of death. 

Lorenz Harte, a relic of the Grand Army 
of the First Napoleon, now an inmate of 
the Cook County peor-house, had an inter- 
view with Prince Napoleon. County Agent 
Hansen, learning the wish of the old soldier, 
kindly conveyéd him to the Tremont. His 
card was sent to the Prince’s apartments 
and the old man, bowed down with the 
weight of eighty years, was ushered into the 
august presence. 

e Prince arose to receive his remarka- 
ble guest. There they stood, for a moment 
looking each other in the face—the second 
heir to the French crown and the scarred 
and bronzed veteran of a. score of battles. 
Advancing, the Prince the old man’s 
hand, and conducting him to a seat, spoke 
so kindly that the veteran’s heart overflow- 
ed, and he burst into tears. 

To those at all acquainted with the his- 
tory of the Napoleonic dynasty, neither the 
kindness of the Prince nor the emotion of 
the old soldier will be wondered at. All 
such well know the remarkable power that 
the first Napoleon held upon the affections 
of his soldiers, as well as the wild and un- 
controllable idolatry manifested by the lat- 
ter toward the former, upon all occasions, 
whether in victory or defeat. 

In that interview, yesterday, the veteran 
“fought his battles o’er again.” ‘The Prince 
questioned him, and listened with glistening 
eye to his recital of those thrilling incidents 
which ever bad us their hero a Napoleon. 

The quick eye of the Prince noticed the 
absence of three fingers from one of the 
soldier’s dands. 

“ Where did you lose your fingers ?” 

“In the retreat from Moscow. I was at- 
tached to the cavalry, and in one of the 
charges of those villajnqus Cossacks, a stroke 
from a lance deprived me of my fingers. 
But,” and the old veteran’s eye shotie with 
the old battle-light, “ my sabre finished him, 
sire. Ab, those Cossacks, were the most 
splendid horsemen that I ever saw, but t 
were afraid of Murat’s cavalry, after all.” 
And the old soldier’s mind wandered back 
to that terrible retreat from the burning 
capital of the Russians, surrounded by the 
inflexible rigors of a Russian winter, and 
harassed day and night by those furious on- 
sets of Cossack cavalry—those wild and 
daring children of the plains.

“ And this,” buring the calf of his left 
leg, showing the track of a bullet through 
and through it, “ was done at Arcola.”

Manufacture of American Gunpowder. 


The Railroad Journal contains an ac- 
ccount of a visit by the editor to Messrs. 
Lafflin, Smith & Boise’s powder mill, situa- 
ted near Saugerties, N. ¥., which we trans- 
fer to our columns. 

The mill is located in a valley, in the bed 
of which winds a stream capable of afford- 
ing any amount of water power. On either 
side rise the hills, covered to their tops with 
woods. The buildings are on the edge of 
the stream, and are connected together by a 
plank walk, in order to prevént stepping on 
the ground and getting any gritty substance 
into the soles of the workmen’s shoes, which 
might easily explode the mill and destroy 
the life of the wearer. 

The first building we entered is devoted 
to the charring of coal. Charcoal is the ma- 
terial most easily obtained, but to make 
good gunpowder, it is necessary that proper 
wood should be used, and that it be charred 
at a temperature of 500 deg. If charred 
at this temperature, it wil] afterward enter 
into combustion at a heat of 680 deg.; but 
if charred at a higher temperature, it re- 
quires a still greater heat to barn it. Wil- 
low and alder are the woods mostly used for 
making the coal; they being of a porous 
nature, are easily burned, while woods giv- 
ing a hard, flinty coal are objectionable, on 
account of the slownessof combustion. The 
building was perhaps 50x30, and contained 
six cylinders set in brickwork, intotwhich 
workmen were engaged in throwing’in alder 
wood. The cylinders, after being filled, are 
closed, and a fire built under them, soon 
changes the character of the wood, and upon 
opening the cylinders, the smaller sticks are 
found perfectly charred, of a dark brown 
color, and leaving no mark whatever upon 
the hand, like ordinary charcoal. Leaving 
the coal-house, we entered the building de- 
voted to the clarification of saltpeter. This 
article is mostly imported from Calcutta, in 
a crude state, and is purified by being dis- 
solved in large kettles, boiled down, the im- 
purities skimmed off, and then crystallized. 
The sulphur is imported already purified. 

The next building is the mixing room, 
where the ingredients are mixed in their 


hey | proper ions ; the charcoal and saltpeter 


being p in the cylinders together with 
small copper balls, the cylinders revolve, 
and the ingredients are thus thoroughly 
mixed, while the fine dust being confined in 
the cylinders is prevented from. escaping. 
| Having been thoroughly mixed in the pro- 
per proportions, the material is then taken 
to the wheel house and placed in what ap- 
peared to us as a huge tub, perhaps 12 feet 
in diameter and 3 feet in height. In this 
tub, the bottom of which is of solid iron 6 
inches thick, the sides being constructed of 
wooden staves, two large iron wheels, weigh- 
ing 7 1-2 tuns each, were reyolving upon a 
shaft set in an upright spindle, one being set 
nearer the spindle than the other, and so 
adjusted as to cover the entire bot.om of 
the tub in their revolution. The material 
is placed in this tub, and pressed by these 
wheels for the space of three or four hours, 
it being constantly kept damp .to avoid an 
losion.

There are from 50 to 100 gun- 
powder mills throughoat the United States, 
most of which are small mills located in the 
mining regions of Pennsylvania, where they 
manufacture blasting powder to be used in 
the vicinity. Of large manufacturers, be- 
side the one whose mills we have imperfect- 
ly described, there are perhaps four or five ; 
and among these, the most extensive are 
Messrs. Dupont, whose mills are in the

WIFESHOW IN ST. PETERSBURG. 
Russia, in its rapid progress towards a 
high cultivation, is gradually laying aside 
the barbarous customs that have been in 
vogue for many generations. Some of them 
still have a nominal existence, but the life 
has gone from them, and they must Soon 
become extinct. Among these is the curi- 
ous one ‘alluded to in a letter from a cor- 
respondent of the New York Hvening Post. 
The wifeshow is held on the day after 
Whitsunday, in the Summer Garden, one 
of the pleasant parks in St. Petersburg. 

This wife-show is now the last lingerin 
relic of what was once a popular nati 
custom. Here the sons and daughters of 
tradesmen were wont to assemble, to select 
their partners for life. The girls would 
come decked out in all the ornaments the 
family could raise, and sometimes carrying 
in their hands a Bunch of silver tea-spoons, 
or playing gracefully with a huge silver 
ladle, as if it were a fan; while the young 
men, also appearing to the best advantage, 
would stroll by them, and on seeing an 
young lady who particularly struck their 
fancy, would politely inquire about her dower 
from the parents, who invariably accompa- 
nied the blushing damsels. The custom so 
far exists to the present day that, had I 
been matrimonially disposed, i might have 
selected a wife without even the trouble of 
advertising, to say nothing of saving the 
time which the more conventional customs 
of my native land deem requisite for a 
courtship. 

Here comes a group attracting more than 
ordinary attention. They are candidates 
for matrimony—two young sisters, - 
rently about eighteen years of age.

‘His Word Runneth very Swiftly. 

It was our privilege this week to send 
congratulations across the continent to the 
Religious Press of the Atlantic, upon the 
completion of the great trans-continental 
telegraph. The first message was trans- 
mitted across the wires last Thursday even- 
ing at 7 o'clock. Dispatches were sent and 
received by different Presidents of Tele- 
graph Companies, and congratulatory mes- 


gages to the President of the United States 


Governors and other dignitaries. It was 


~ yight that we should be glad and joyful over 


a work so long hoped for and at last so suc- 
cessfully consummated, and the spirit moved 
us to friendly greetings after this sort: 

To the Independent, Christian Advocate and 
, Journal, and Evangelist, New York: 
The Religious Press of the Pacific to the 

Press of the Atlantic—Hail ! 

e who “directeth His lightning to the 
ends of the earth” “ hath spoken, and called 
the earth from the rising of the sun to the 
going down thereof,” to establish peace by 
righteousness.

Thus the words of Job and of David went 
across the Gontinent in a few seconds of 
time. Surely we may exclaim “ His word 

-runnethi very swiftly !” 

We are still slow to realize that the ends 
of the earth are indeed come together, and 
that “by His lightnings” God is indeed at 
work fusing and strengthening the bonds of 
our glorious Union. San Francisco sepa- 
rated from New York by only the thickness 
of the dollar! We have been expecting and 
wishing the speedy coming, yet we are 
scarcely awake to this great, great event. 
Henceforth we are no longer isolated from 
the great common country. A new life 
bursts upon us. Our salutations in the 
morning and our farewells at night will 
come and go as household words. 

But as we gaze from this new vantage 
ground into the future, let us pause a mo- 
ment, and see the way we have traveled to 
gain it these last ten years. Till the sum- 
mer of 1858, our only mail communication 
with the East was by the semi-monthly 
steamer via Panama. August 1, 1858, 
opened a prospect—a mere prospect—of 
something better. The first Overland stage 
arrived at Placerville from St. Joseph, Mo. 
That was the commencement of the weekly 
mail via*Salt Lake. It was hailed with 
great joy by the whole State, and well it 
might be; but, fortunately, the Salt Lake 
route was not our only reliance, for it soon 
ceased to be of much service. 

October 10th, 1858, the first stage of the 
semi-weekly Overland mail via Los Ange- 
les, whirled into our city, and rattled over 
the stony pave of Montgomery street. 
Public welcome echoed on all sides, can- 
nons roared, rockets streamed across the dark 
sky, and in Musical Hall a dense and ex- 
cited throng congratulated the great event. 

-In November following, the Postmaster 
General acknowledged the success of the 
Overland enterprise by directing that all 
letters must be marked either “ via Los An- 
geles,” or “ via Panama.” 

Not many months after other orders came, 
saying that all letters not marked to the con- 
trary, should be bagged for the Butterfield 
route. 

California had gained the ell, and also 
determined to take the inc®. Gov. Latham 
in his message, Jan. 1860, commended our 
asking for a daily Overland mail. He was 
sent to carry the very request in a few 
weeks after, to the United States Senate. 

Thursday, April 12th, 1860, outdid all 
Overland mail rejoicings on the Pacific. It 
was on that day that the telegraph an- 
nounced the arrival of the Pony, the cele- 
brated and world-renowned Pony, at Carson 
City, in eight and a half days from St. Jo- 
seph, Missouri. .What unexpected success 
was that. Twenty-two days brought down 
to eight and nine. And how enthusiasti- 
cally was the Pony welcomed when he 
landed in San Francisco on the evening of 
the hep [Ato and faithful friend has the 
Pony to our far-off State.

victories ; defeats and reverses. We have 
looked for you as those who wait for the 
morning, and how seldom did you fail us; 
when days were months, and hours weeks, 
how you thrilled us out of our pain and 
suspense, to know the best or to know 
the worst; you have served us well. Fare- 
well Pony, with your friend, the Sacra- 
mento Bee, we say: 

“Rest upon your honors; be satisfied 
with them; your destiny has been fulfilled ; 
a new and higher power has superseded 
you. Nothing that has blood and sinews 
was able to overcome your energy and 
ardor; bat a senseless, soulless thing that 
eats not, sleeps not, tires not—a thing that 
cannot distinguish space—that cannot dis- 
tingash time—that knows not the difference 
between a rod of nd and the circum-

The German Lutheran Church. 
For upwards of a year there has strug- 


gled and prospered in this city a church of 
which very little has. been heard or said. 


More than any~other’chureh of whose his- 


tory we have any knowledge does it show 
the almost imperishable force of a real 
church life. It is the German Latheran 
Church, worshipping in Greenwich street, 
under the ministry of Rev. J. M. Buhler. 
The history of this church, as nearly as we 
can learn, is as follows : | 

In the spring of 1860 an anonymous let- 
ter was sent from California to the German 
Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and 
other States, requesting the Synod to send a 
missionary to this State. It appears that 
this Synod had previously contemplated 
sending a missionary to this coast as early 
as 1856, but owing to the great demand for . 
pastors in their own bounds, and their ina- 
bility to supply all demands, they were com- 
pelled to give up the project. Sut when 
the Macedonian cry “ Come over and help 
us” was heard they gave immediate heed 
to the call. The Synod commissioned Rev 
J. M. Buhler, a young man, a native o! 
Maryland, thoroughly educated and able to 
preach equally well in German and Eng- 
lish, and of a true evangelical piety and of 
undoubted talent, to labor in this city. He * 
arrived a little upwards of a year ago. He 
was a perfect stranger. -He knew_no one 


/to whom he could report himself, and the 


prospect before him seemed hopeless as well 
as uninviting. .To add to his discomfort, 
all the money he had was stolen from him 
before he left the steamer. After many en- | 


quiries, and still meeting with no encourage- ' 


ment, he made an appointment for preach- | 


ing in the Greenwich street Church, which 
had just been vacated by the dismissal of 
Rev. F. Mooshake by his trustees, and 
preached to’ a congregation of about five.

The Church and Civil Government. 
[ Continued. | 

What are the duties which the Church 
owes to the State as represented by the civil 
magistrate ? Obedience. 

** Let every soul 

rs.”"—Rom. 13: 1. 

“ Submit yourselves unto every ordinance 
of man for the Lord’s sake.”——Peter 2: 13. 

These two show the spirit of God’s com- 
mands on this subjects. The injunction is 
too clear and explicit to need much eom- 
ment. It may be noted, however, that the 
command is general, “ Let every soul be 
Second—it is comprehensive— 
ry ordinance of man.” ‘This must not 


be understood, however, in respect to those } 


matters in which the State is incompetent 
to rule. The extends as far as the 
domain of the State extends, but no farther. 
The State cannot infringe on the rights of 
our conscience towards nor decide re- 
ligious duties by civil ordinance, which God 
himself has settled in His holy word, or dic- 
tate in what manner He shall be worshipped. 
The reasons annexed to this command, are, 
firstly, “ for wrath’s sake ”—for fear of the 

annexed to t ion. Secondly, 
for “ conscience sake,” which impels to 
obedience not for fear, not for reward, but 
‘because it is right thus to obey the ordi- 
_— of God. Thirdly, “for the Lord’s 

e,” 

It was a sublime spectacle when the Lord 
of Glory hambled himself and came down 
and dwelt with men, and submitted himself 
to all the ordinances of humanity. He was 
subject to his parents, and subject also to 
the authority of the State in which he lived. 
There were occasional glimpses of his glory 
shining above the humble position he had 
assumed, as when at Capernaum, they that 
recieved tribute money came to Peter, and 
said, Doth not your master pay tribute? He 
saith, Yes. And when he was come into 
the house, Jesus prevented him, saying, 
What thinkest thou, Simon? of whom do 
the kings of the earth take custom or tri- 
bute ? of their own children, or of strap ? 
Peter saith noto him, Of strangers. Jesus 
saith unto him, Then are the children free. 
As if he would say to Peter, shall he who 
is the Son of , and source of all au- 


control and authority of man, so let his 
people, and in this submission and service 
receive a reward as if done unto 
Christ. 


Christ paid tribute to the State. 
He with the tribute money in his hand, said, 
“ Render to Cwsar the things’ that are 


subject to the higher 


thing.”  Thé object of tribute and the ne- 
cessity of tribute is apparent. It is to sus- 
tain the authority and dignity of the State. 
This will be secured not merely by the pay- 
ment of so much money, which the State 
may use in the salaries of its officers and 
the support of its armies and navies, but 
gives a moral power to the State more con- 
ducive to the support of its authority than 
pecuniary grants. This further duty is ap. 
parent from the injunction of the Apostle : 
“ Render therefore to all their dues: tribute 
to whom tribute ts due; custom to whom 
custom ; fear to whom fear ; honor to whom 
honor.” .And the rebuke of the Apostle 
Peter: “ The Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptations, and to reserve 
the unjust unto the day of judgment to be 
punished: Bat chiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, and 
despise government. Presumptuous are 
they, selfwilled, they are not afraid to speak 
evil if dignities.” This duty will not be ful- 
filled then in its spirit by a discharge of the 
tax-gatherers dues and an opposition to the 
government itself, either secret or open ; 
nor while we indulge factions and unréason- 
able complaints of the State’s laws and 
ordinances. This conduct cripples the moral 
power of the State, and thus most effectual- 
ly weakens the authority and impairs the 
capacity of the minister of God to protect 
the good and punish the evil. 

A third duty which the Church owes to 
the State, is Prayer. 

“ I exhort therefore, that, first of all, sup- 
plications, prayers, intercessions, and giving 
of thanks, be made for all men; For kings, 

and for all that are in authority; that we 
may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all 
godliness and Honesty.”—-2 Tim. 2: 1. 

The duty of prayer for rulers and its pur- 

and object are here distinctly set forth. 
t is a supplication for kings and rulers, cs 
such, in the legitimate exercise of their au- 
thority, that thus the consistent result of the 
ministry of their office may be attained, 
viz., the enjoyment by the people of quiet ° 
and peaceable lives ; so writes the Apostle, 
and by the inspiration of the Holy Ghost, 
else why do we discriminate in respect to 
different orders of men; we pray for our 
soldiers, that they may be patriotic, honor: - 
ble, courageous ; for our .judges, that they 
may be just and impartial; for our rulers, 
that in the exercise of their office we may 
live quiet and peaceable lives. 

How beautiful in this connection is the 
counsel of the prophet to the dispersed Is- 
raelites |— 

“ And seek the peace of the city whither 
I have caused you to be carried away cap- 
tives, and pray unto the Lord for it: for in 
the peace thereof shall ye have peace.” 

The whole range of Scripture—historical, 
prophetical, doctrinal,—is is one continued 
commentary on the efficacy of the doctrine 
bere taught. The nations of the earth are 
in God’s hands: 

“ At what instant I shall speak concern- 
ing a nation, and concerning a kingdom, to 
pluck up, and to pull down, and to destroy 
it; if that nation, against whom-T have pro- 
nounced, turn from their evil, I will repent 
of the evil that I thought to do unto them.” 

How blessed are the consolations of the 
Holy Scriptures! How merciful the deal- 
ings of our God towards us! Even Ahab, 
when he put sackcloth on his flesh, and 
fasted and went softly, then 

“The word of the Lord came to Elijah 
the Tishbite, saying, Seest thou how Ahab 
bumbleth himself before me ? because he 
humbleth himself before me, I will not 
bring the evil in his days: but in his son's 
days will I bring the evil upon his house.” 

Ninevites repented at the preaching 
of Jonah, and when God saw that they re- 
pented and cried unto him— | 

“ God saw their works that they turned 
from their evil way ; and God repented of 
the evil, that he bad said that he would do 
unto them, and did it not.” 

A second branch of duties which the 
church owes to the state is connected with 

the office of the ministry. 

The first duty of the Christian ministry 
to the state, is*to put the people in mind of 
their duty of obedience.

The 
best tree is that which produces what you 
most desire to produce, whether it be fruit,

“TALK ABOUT COWS. 
“ What do you consider the best breed of 
questions, we would illustrate our idea by 
timber, or shade and ornament. The best 


sign, whether it be for divine worship, edu- 
cation, a family dwelling, or a shelter’ for 
animals. The best breed of cattle is that 
which will produce uniformly, at least cost, 
what you find, in your circumstance, to be 
most profitable, whether it be meat, labor, 
milk, butter or cheese, or a combination of 
several of these. 
What do you want to produce? Answer 
t question clearly in your own mind, and 
you may then, perhaps, find an answer to 
ur inquiry. Let us talk of cows, which 
is assuming that milk is the leading object, 
and then we have the question, what is the 
best breed of cattle for milk? We must 
still pursue our Yankee method of reply. 
Do you want to sell milk in the common 
market? or use it in your own family, or 
make it ifito butter? If it is to go to the 
milkman at 18 or 20 cents a can of eight 
quarts, your main object is to produce the 
largest quantity at smallest cost. If you 
wish to use it for family purposes, quality 
is as important as quantity, and so it is in 
butter-making, even for the market. The 
taste discerns the quality of butter, so that 
its price varies a hundred per cent., but 
“milk is milk,” and bears a nearly uniform 
price, provided the water is passed through 
the cow and pumped directly into the can, 
‘although the quality of milk is as various 
as that of butter. For quantity of milk 
merely, probably the Ayrshire produces 
more according to her weight and cost of 
keeping, than any other breed. This ap- 
to be established in Great Britain, 
although even so much is not admitted in 
America. Indeed the Ayrshires for some 
reason, appear not to have maintained in 
this country their reputation at home. Not 
much is claimed anywhere for the quality 
of their milk. The Ayrshire is the milk- 
man’s cow. She has not weight nor early 
maturity to be profitable to the grazier, nor 
does the farmer find the best oxen for work 
among this stock. 


The Jersey, on the other hand, is the } 


gentleman’s cow. Her milk, not. deficient. 
in quantity, is ‘superior in quality to that of 
any cow, 80 much superior that it is 
customary, in°some parts of England, to 
keep one Jersey to every half dozen. other 
breeds, to give eolor and flavor to the but- 
ter and cheese. This quality of richness in 
the milk seems to be constant with the breed. 
We have repeatedly, in this country and 
England, examined dairies where Jerseys 
and other cows were kept, and in every in- 
stance the pans of milk of the Jerseys could 
be as readily distinguished from the rest, as 
gold from silver. 

The Devons are not claimed to be great 
milkers, ahd they have a marked tendency 
to go dry a long. time thougk their milk is 


esteemed” in England, the only suitable 
breed. 

The Short Horn, for “the roast beef of 
old England” in that country, takes decided- 
ly the lead. In New England the feed is 
too short, generally, for so huge a body; 


most attractive of the horned stock to be 
marked with this blood. As cows, individ- 
uals have been known of this breed, equal 
to any others, but the dairy is not the best 
test of the value of the Short Horn. The

It is true, however, that in the dairies 
which supply cities with milk, the cows 
mostly are of grade Short Horns. These 


selling. The cows are bought in the flush 
of their milk, kept constantly fat, and sold 
to the butcher when the milk runs low. It 
is of little im whether such a cow, 
bought always with reference to her weight 
and value at the shambles, inclines ito be dry 
two or four month. She is worth her cost 
for beef, and may live longer or shorter, as 
she chooses to give more or less.milk. | 

To a milk farmer here whose special ob- 
ject is to make a given quantity of milk, our 
advice generally would be to buy and sell 
judiciously. In the mixed or native breed, 
there are many fine milkers, which may be 
: heeted by a practiced eye, as good per- 
haps as the average of any breed. It would 
be strange indeed, if in the hundreds of cows 
at Brighton on a market day, you could not 
find a half dozen good ones, even were they 
bfed by mere chance, for we have infusions 
of all the best foreign breeds in every State. 
Keeping always in mind the ultimate value 
of the animal for beef. a good trader may

The complete and thorough discipline of 
working oxen, is an ‘important subject, and 
one that bas not sufficiently claimed the no- 
tice of our agricultural societies. With 
them, strength is the great point of merit, 
and this is the criteriom of judgment. A 
yoke of oxen or steers that can draw the 
heaviest load upon a stone drag, and do it 
bandsomely, are the pair, and no other test 
need be given of their excellence. It is 
enough that they can make a good pull, wo 
wor 

they are as u and awkward as cattle 
half to the yoke. We will 


| admit that it is important to bave the 
| strength of oxen developed, to have them 
| settle down steadily into a determined pull, 


with no shirking or giving back on the part 
of either ox; and we have seen some ad- 
mirable examples of the discipline of cattle 
in this particular. Oxen are trained for 
this special object ; they know the voice of 
the driver, and he has tested their strength 
upon his own farm for the particular pur- 
pose of entering them for premium, as 
“draught cattle.” This is well, but are 
there not other qualities to develop, besides 
that of strength, quite as essential in order 
saee them a good, kind, and handy farm 
team 

The oxen found upon the farms in our 
State are widely known as excellent work- 
ers, of kind disposition, and most usually 
under good ment. For general farm 
work they are admirably adapted, and are 
used far more common than horses. We 
do not know of any farmer whose cattle are 
not well fitted to perform their work, haul- 
ing any load which it is found necessary to 
attach them to. So far, strength is not 
wanting; but let us look at other points in 
their discipline. 

We have seen oxen, well matched for 
size, color and disposition, oxen that were 
trained to draw upon a stone drag, and do 
it in the best manner ; and yet, for the every 
day work of the farm in the various opera- 
tions of plowing, carting, etc., they were as 
unfitted for it as a pair of two-year-old 


- steers, as far as perfect discipline and hardi- 


ness were concerned. All this was the re- 
sult of bad management on the part of the 
teamster or owner; they had been trained 
to pull, but knew nothing about anything 
else. If upon a cart, it would take a half 
acre of land for them to turn round on ; and 
if engaged in loading manure, the cart could 
not be backed to the window or heap, es- 
pecially if the chance for doing it was some- 
what narrow, without lifting at the wheel, 
or bothering and fretting the cattle. Now 
which is of the most importance to the far- 
mer, and of most advantage to him in per- 
forming his farm work, to have oxen used 
only to drawing heavy loads—even if they 
can do that perfectly—or to have them han- 
dy and gentle in setting a cart, in backing it 
with a load if required, or in plowing and 
carting upon the farm. 

It may be said that farmers do not suffi- 
ciently develop the strength of their oxen, 
and it is necessary for agricultural societies 
to offer premiums for this purpose. It is 
not important for the farmer to draw very 
heavy loads with his oxen, he has therefore 
no inclination for it, and nothing to reward 
him for so doing. But for the general pur- 
poses of farm work he has ample opportani- 
ties, and can employ them daily, bringing 
his team under the most perfect discipline. 
This is admitted. But farmers are generally 
as apt to neglect the proper training of their 
oxen as they are the development of their 
strength. We see evidence of this almost 
daily, in the awkward manner and unhandy 
movements of oxen belonging to good far- 
mers even; and we insist upon more care 
in the management of oxen, to have them 
under better and more perfect discipline, 
anti to have them not only good at a pull if 
necessary, but kind and handy in the yoke, 
and intelligent and steady at work. 

Let more attention be given to this mat- 
ter of discipline in our working oxen, and 
let our agricultural societies offer suitable 
premiums for the yoke of oxen that can the 
best set and handle a cart in any desired 
spot, with the most perfect ease, and in the 
best manner, as well as for cattle that can 
draw a required load upon a drag in the

Lice on Fow rs.—Setting hens are 
quite liable to become so infected with lice, 
that their nests and eggs frequently are 
covered with them. A few ounces of pul- 
verized sulphur scattered in the nests and 
among the feathers of the hens, will prove a 
remedy. Chickens that become lousy should 
be rubbed upon the top of their heads and 
under their wings with lamp-oil; but not a 
great. deal should be applied, as it some- 
times, when applied too freely, does more 
harm than good.

PROSPECTS OF BHEEADSTUFFS. . 


Information lately received both from the Atlantic 


ceipts at the great depots of the Western States as 
compared with the previous year, is noticed. True, 
the aggregute receipts since the first of January had 
been larger, which is attributed to the fact that last 
year there was no old crop wheat in the country, and 


the receipts then noted were all of the new crop ; } 


whereas, the present year, there was a considerable 
surplus of old crop remaining, whith has gone to 
swell receipts, and occasion deceptive inferences as 
to.the extent of the last yield. Fully one half the 
receipts at Chicago during August were of the old 
crop. Yet, with the old and new combined, there is 
a decided deficiency. It is possible that the lateness 


of the season in some sections may account for this in 


part, and a portion of the deficiency may be made up 


sown is said to have been actually less than usual, 
and the crop bas also received detriment to some ex- 
tent from casualties. 

Turning to Europe, we have the authority of the 
Mark Lane Express, which can hardly be questioned 
upon a subject that forms its speciality, and whieh 
declares unequivocally that the English crop will mot

If the oft told tale of 
depression, and embarrassment, and demoralization 
of the farming interest in consequence of low prices, 
be reliable, an excess of stocks in the interior is 
quite unlikely. Attachments, and foreclosures, and 
torced. sales, and all the horrible paraphrenalia of in- 
solvency and ruin are not favorable to the idea that 
farmers are holding back their crops to any unusual 
extent, especially when prices are remunerative, as 
they certainly are in ordinary seasons at $1 50 per 
100 lbs. But even if stocks in the interior are 
greater now than they were last year, which cer- 
tainly admits of donbt, the receipts at this port up to 
Saturday last were more than 200,000 bushels less 
notwithstanding the-earlier maturity of the es an 
we are cognizant of the failure of farmers to deliver 
the amount previously contracted for as their sup- 
d crop, even when the price they were to receive 
or it was ten to fifteen cents above the ruling of the 
mark igming as a reason, unex deficiency; 
which, under such circumstances, must be believed. 
Their grain was badly shrunken, owing to the lon 
drought, or from one cause or another, the yield 1 
short of expectations entertained when tlie contract 
was made, and based upon the experience of the pre- 
vious year. 

In view of these facts and probabilities, what is 
thé true policy of the farmer? He knows, doubtless 
better than.we ean tell him, for many of this cluss 
are among the most intelligent men in the State. But 
we may suy, without assuming too much, that it is to 
meet the market judiciously, and never let business 
flag. It would be bad policy to suffer a large accum 
ulation of stocks. It would be equally to drive 
away « good customer who is willing to pay ® rea” 
sonable price, by exorbitant pretensions. The farmer 

certainly secure for himee If a fair proportion 

of the advantages thus thrown in his way, but he 
should be willing to let the buyer make a profit also. 
“ Live and let live’’ is the by which all com- 
mercial intercours® must be governed or it will cease. 
The ability of the purchaser to buy is regulated not 
by our surplus, but by his instructions, or by the con- 
dition of market to which his purchases are to be 
sent. Unless a reasonable margin is allowed him, it 
is not prudent for him to operate; but he will go on 
as long as he can with safety. It is with the buyer 
as with the seller, if he cannot live by the business 
he is following, he will quit it and try something 
else. It should be re red, moreover, that this 
question of deticieney, and its extent in other coun- 
tries, is of necessity, at this time a matter of conjec 
ture merely. We cannot be certain as to our own 
crop yet, how much less in regard to crops on the 
other side of the globe. Reports of short crops are not 
unfrequently originated or greatly exagyerated by 
interested parties, or speculators, who have — to 
sell. When the farmer holds back he plays directly 
into their hands, enabling them perhaps to realize a 
round figure, when they quietly step out, and 
eave the hindmost to the tender mercies of the— 
man in black. We would also remind our 
readers of the well known fact that high prices tend 
to diminish consumption, and estimated requirements 
upon the basie of low prices, almost invariably prove 

ive in a rising market. 


Catiroryia Cottox.—We were shown a few 
days since a sample of Cotton raised in Tulare coun- 
ty, which in length of staple, fineness and strength, 
we found nearly if not quite equal to good Middling 
Louisianas. It was deficient in color, having been 
bleached, probably by too long exposeure after open- 
ing ,but the fibre was excellent. From our recollections 
of the King’s river and Four Creeks region of coun- 
try, we have no doubt that large tracts of land can 
be found there well adapted to the culture of cotton. 
It is certainly worth the trial. ; : | 

A sample of cotton raised near Salt Lake City was 
also shown to us not long ago, part of a crop of 4(0 
bales, (if we remember correctly) and about equal to 
Middling Tennessees. It was slightly stained and 
not well handled, but fair in body and staple. We 
regard these facts as unequivocal indications of the 
capability of our State to produce cotton in quantity. 
The plant requires moisture, and sufficient length of 
season to mature between late and early frosts. 
There are certainly many localities in the State where 
these requisites can be found.—J0. 


Preserved Frvuits.—An exchange paper says: 
“Ten thousand boxes of fruit have been preserved 
this year at Sonoma by M. Nathanson, most of them 
of fruits from M. G. Vallejo's orchards. The fruits | 
preserved are apples, pears, peaches, nectarines and 
grapes.’ A similar statement would be true of many 
other portions of California. Fruit is abundant and 
extremely cheap—quite as much eso as in the Eastern 
States. It isa very common practice for families to 
put up all they want for their own use, and some- 
times large quantities are prepared for market, and 
are preferred to the imported article. Hence our 
friends at the East may learn the reason-why their 
consignments ot “ case goods” so often result unfa- 
vorably. The business of drying is not yet carried 
to much extent, but we have no doubt will increase. 
Our long dry autumms are well adapted to it.—Jo.
